wc dill not take any aotioa un said 
propositions. 

Therefore wa think It useless to try 
any fuitlu r 1 1 get up an li Ji.tuible 
union wilh the Democrats, as we be- 
lieve they are not willing to meet us 
on halfway ground and get togettier 
so as all tiu vote under one device. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and committee 
as yeur sub committee have duue all 
in their p jwer to form au honerable 
union and have been refused on every 
proposition made the Democrats, we 
think it la uselem to go any further 
with our mission, we now ask that 
this report be received and your sub 
committaa ba discharged.

Peoples party commiitee appointed 
for that purpose for said oounty. Af- 
ter which this committee will make 
their report to the county committee 
f)r theii approval or rejection at a 
meeting to be called by the chairman 
of the county comnutlah for that 
purpose as soon as thfiiiilk eommittee 
is read/ to report. 

'iad. That iu the u])iuiou of this 
oommillee that our parly is decidedly 
opposed to fbstoa In any fon», but 
are anxious for an honerable union of 
all reform forces, upou au agreed 
davlea so that all reform partiaa may 
get together aud vote sfdid under one 
device fur that purpose we were 
promutcd lo appoiot tbe sub commit- 
tee to confer with the silver Demo 
crals of this county, and as the silver 
Damoorata of this county have refused 
our prupoaition — an honerable union 
under a compromise device. We 
now ask all fair minded silver man of 
all parties to join us in our battle for 
reform, that we may be well organised 
for tbe great battle ot 11*00, 



I'he Republicans held a mats meet- 
ing in the ourt bouse Monday, for 
the purpose of reorgaaiiiag tha ooun- 
ty committee. 

The cltcliuu of a chairniHU aud sec- 
rdlary of the cjuuly committee was 
deferred until the second M inday in 
March, when the cwinmiltee will meet 
for that purpose, aud wdl at the same 
time probably fix tbe time and man- 
ner, for noniinating i audi'la;' ■ fo. the 
county cilices. Last year the lott 
likturday in July was fixed upon as 
the tiiir.' for making these iii'tnina- 
tions, uu. 1 this uctiju will probably 
be endorsed, although the order fix- 
ing that time is not regarded as bind- 
ing. 

The manner of making the nomi- 
nations is now a matter for discussion 
The consensus of opinion seems lo 
favor the plan of the n(jminations be- 
ing made by the county committee, 
though there is some talk ot a prima- 
ry election.
